Although one who prognosti- 
cates must suffer the consequences 
in case he is proven wrong, we 
herewith toss a few bouquets in 
the direction of some of the new 
glads we are listing. Judging from 
what we have observed in our 
garden and elsewhere the past 
year or two, we see a splendid 
future for them. 

Particularly impressing, from 
the commercial as well as the ex- 
hibition viewpoint, is the Austral- 
ian variety WHITE WINGS. It is, 
first of all, a true white; although 
not a flat white, It is a welcome 
departure from the sameness and 
dlainness that characterizes most 
of today’s really white glads. The 
waviness of its large wide-open 
florets is so distinctive as to defi- 
aitely place it in a beauty class 
by itself. Once seen, WHITE 
WINGS creates a most favorable 
and lasting impression, for one 
zan walk right down the row cut- 
ting spikes that are uniformly tall 
and straight, with from six to 
sight identical large and wavy 
florets firmly attached to the stem, 

Another one we like, mostly be- 
cause it will easily hold from ten 
to thirteen florets Open at one 
time, is the pure light pink glad, 
PHANTOM BEAUTY. And, for a 
newcomer, its price is very rea- 
sonable, 

ORCHID MARVEL is perhaps 
the most outstanding lavender for 
exhibition Purposes, because it 
opens seven or eight extra-large 
blooms, They are a clear deep or- 
chid lavender, ‘and well-formed 
on a tall, straight spike. Its bulb 
habits are not too well established, 
as yet; perhaps it may not make 
the grade as a commercial on that 
account. We have some difficulty 
increasing it, but this fault does 
not detract from its super per- 
formance in the field. As a laven- 
der with beauty of color, plus size, 
ORCHID MARVEL has no equal 
in our planting. We are expecting 
PATRICIAN to give it a tussle for 
clarity of color and size, once it 
becomes acclimated. But our ex- 
perience with lavenders has been 
that sometimes this stage is never 
reached, particularly amongst the 
large-flowered ones.

SUN SPOT is the peer in the 
apricot and buff class. A golden- 
apricot with suffused reddish 
throat blotch, and tall, SUN SPOT 
comes by its championship per- 
formances honestly. 

If one is looking for a deep pure 
yellow glad, with good size and 
plenty of charm, GOLDEN BEAU- 
TY should most certainly satisfy 

GOLDEN BEAUTY is also much 
taller than the average yellow, 
with size of floret properly pro- 
proportioned to its height. 

The carrot-colored glad, TROC- 
ADERO, should interest any grow- 
er. This shade is a distinct rarity 
amongst glads, and except for the 
occasional pinkish one that shows 
up, a row of TROCADERO in 
bloom is a real treat. TROCA- 
DERO is a plain-petaled, tall, uni- 
form grower. 

BOISE BELLE, a delicious tall 
morsel of pink and yellow, in a de- 
lightful combination, likes to 
bloom a little late. Nevertheless, 
it is such a sturdy grower and 
producer of good bloom and. bulbs, 
that we wouldn’t want to be with- 
out it. 








And for that new extremely 
early pink of quality, we select 
JUNE DAY. Very early glads are 
usually welcome enough, even if 
without color appeal. JUNE DAY 
won’t disappoint in either respect, 
and after there is enough of it 
around we expect it will be one of ¢ 
our better early commercials. Nt

learns that there is no such thing | 
as perfection in anything, and 
‘glads are no exception, There is 
always room for improvement, 
and we favor the varieties that 
are improvements. However, we 
like the others also, But fora list 
ag specialized as ours, and neces- 
sarily brief, we offer only the va- 
rieties we consider to be way 
above average, though possibly 
not without faults. The lower 
priced glads on our list are those 
we just can’t seem to lose interest 
in, and those whose popularity 
and show-winning abilities can’t 
be denied. 
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
